Belle Glade's G.C.I. 
takes initiative to help 
inmates re-enter society

Glades Correctional Institu- 
tion is taking initiative to help 
inmates ré-enter society by estab- 
lishing Pre-Release Programs. 

Presently, thére are 
approximately seven different. 
programs at С.С.І., located at 
500 Orange Avenue Circle, Belle 
Glade, which are the Education- 
al/Vocational program - Elec- 
tronics is one of the more popu- 
lar classes; the Life Skills pro- 
gram - which simply teaches 
inmates the correct ways of 
dressing, preparing for job inter- 
views, and basic day-to-day 
operations, and problem-solving 
techniques; thé-Chapacy pro- 
gram - which teaches inmates to 
have a religious background is 
also popular, a lot of inmates 
participate in this; the Work pro- 
gram - teaches work ethics and 
instills in inmates that everyone 
has to get up to go to work each 
morning; the Wellness program - 
which focuses on teaching inmates 
to stay fit and they will in turn, 
stay healthy; and the Pre- 
Release Orientation program. 

Steve Wilson, G.C.L's Correc- 
tional Probation Senior Officer 


has also asked for community 
help by inviting members of 
area businesses and citizens to 
G.C.I. who may be able to pro- 
vide assistance to inmates before 
and after they are released. 

Mr. Wilson set a meeting May 
16 to inform the community of 
the odds the prison system is 
facing. "G.C.I. has 807 inmates 
at their main unit, 287 inmates 
at their work camp, and 88 
inmates at their road prison in 
Loxahatchee, for a total inmate 
population of 1,182. We are the 
second oldést institution in the 
State of Florida and we house 
inmates with minimuin, and 
medium to close custody 
inmates,” Wilson stated. ` 

None ofthe Pre-Release pro- 
grams would have been possible 
without these people - Superin- 
tendent Gerald Watson, Assis- 
tant Superintendent Adam 
‘Thomas, and Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Programs Chuck Bitzer. 

"One thing we need to do is to 
educate the community that we 
are working to release produc- 
tive citizens back into the com- 
munity, not the inmate who we 
had locked up,” Wilson added.

For now she's "Baby Belle," but police 
seek true identity of dead infant

They've given her a name 
and held a memorial service, 
but police say they won't rest 
until they find-out why a tiny 
baby was discarded along side 
a canal bank and if she a was 
victim of murder. +; 

Palm Beach County Sheriff's 
Det. Lee Sands says it's a cabe 
that leaves many officers 
angry and saddened. They 
want to solve this case, and 
they are hoping someone will 
come forward and help them 
identify "Baby Belle." The 
nickname has been given to 
the child until her true identi- 
ty is revealed, 

"This is a very emotional 
case for the PBCSO and the 
surrounding law enforcement 
agencies because this child was 
so young," said Det. Sands. 

Baby Belle was found May 
23 along Old State Road 27, 
two miles east of the Hendry 
County line. A man searching 


for scrap metal and cans found .|' 


the little girl. She was 
unclothed, but wrapped in a 
maroon-and-white blanket and 
covered with a black-and-white 
woman's sweater. The baby is 
white or Hispanic and six to 
eight weeks old. The body was 
somewhat decomposed and 
police believe she had been 
there several days prior to the 
discovery — . 

Monday, June 3, sheriff's offi- 
cials held the ceremony and 


marked the area with a cross 
at the site were the baby was 
found. A press conference was 
held asking anyone with infor- 
mation to call lead investigator 
Dot. Mike Baughman at 407-688- 
4000 or Det. Sands at 996- 
1685. 

"The reason for having 
media at the scene is to show 
everyone that this is a human 
being. This is not something 
that could just be discarded, 


and we hope by being here, at 
the scene, that the people who 
did this may re-live this situa- 
tion, maybe have some 
remorse, and give the local law 
enforcement a call,” said Det. 
Sands. 

“Our first priority right now 
is to identify the child, to give 
this child back its life and then

Representative during US/UK exercise

USS MOUNT WHITNEY 
(Norfolk, VA.) -- Navy Petty 
Officer First Class Peter 
Rawls, son of Burton and Dora 
Rawls of Belle Glade, recently 
met Representative Harry A. 
Johnson (D-Fla.), while partici- 
pating in U.S. Atlantic Com- 
mand's Combined Joint Task 
Force Exercise, CJTFEX 96. 

Rawls, a Navy Cryptographic 
Technician-(Communications), 
assigned to the staff of Com- 
mander, Second Fleet, was one 
of more than 53,000 service 
members from the United 
States and United Kingdom to 
participate in the three-week 
exercise. 

Rep. Johnson was one of four 
State Representatives to visit 
units taking part in an.exercise 
which saw the largest concen- 
tration of U.S. and UK forces 
since WWII. The Congressmen 
from the 19th District experi- 
enced, first hand, the combined 
joint task force's response to 
the crisis situation set forth in 
the exercise scenario and the 


actions taken by Sailors, 
Marines, Soldiers, Airmen and 
Coast Guardsmen from more 
than 60 ships from the U.S. 
and UK. 

Vice Admiral Vern Clark, 
Commander of the Navy's Sec- 
ond Fleet, homebased in Nor- 
folk, Va., conducted the exer- 
cise from the command ship 
USS MOUNT WHITNEY (LCC 
20) and served as the overall 
commander of the exercise. 

CJTFEX 96 took place on 
military installations in the 
Southeastern United States, in 
littoral waters along the East- 
ern Seaboard, and from Army, 
Marine Corps and Naval Bases 
in Virginia, North Carolina, 
Georgia, and Florida. 

Rawls was aboard the com- 
mand and, control ship USS 
MOUNT WHITNEY during 
the exercise — along with 780 
Sailors who are assigned to the 
ship; 180 members of Com- 
mander, Second Fleet's joint- 
service staff; and more than 
380 Sailors, Marines, Soldiers 
and Airmen from the U.S. and 


UK who augmented the exer- 
cise. 

In addition to participants 
from the U.S. Navy, Marine 
Corps, Army, Air Force, and 
Coast Guard were troops from 
the United Kingdom Fleet and 
Task Group (Navy), the Royal 
Air Force, 5 Airborne Brigade 
(British Army), and 3 Com- 
mando (Royal Marines). 

During CJTFEX 96, which 
began April 25 with a rapid 
deployment of U.S. and UK 
forces responding to a crisis 
between two fictional warring 
countries and throughout the 
exercise, the combined joint 
task force sharpened its 
warfighting skills. By the end 
of the exercise, May 20, the 
combined joint force had suc- 
cessfully completed land, air 
and sea assaults and had fine- 
tuned their command and con- 
trol techniques.

Wildlife officers draw fire too often ° 


"Wildlife officer, freeze!" 
yelled Wildlife Officer Andrew 
Aloise at the*two suspects, one 
of whom held a shotgun in 
position to fire at him. 

"Drop the weapon!" the offi- 
cer ordered as he drew his own 
firearm. 

"Bam!" 

The shotgun blast thundered 
through the darkness as 
Aloise, still in his first two 
months after graduation from 
the law enforcement academy, 
hit the dirt and returned fire 
at the suspect, then only 20-25 
yards away. 

Both rounds had missed 
their targets, and the suspects 
fled into a remote area off 
County Road 835 in Hendry 
County. 

Another wildlife officer, Kei- 
th Pate, was a couple of hun- 
dred yards away and could see 
the muzzle flashes from the 
gunfire. Neither he nor Aloise 
could make out the suspects in 
the darkness. The two officers 
couldn't even see each other, so 
both held their fire. 

Despite the horrible uncer- 
tainty about the other officer's 
condition, Pate instinctively 
radioed for back-up from the 
sheriffs department and all 
available Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission (GFC) 
officers. 

"I'm 10-4 (meaning okay)," 
Aloise responded after a few 
agonizing seconds of silence 
when Pate then contacted him 
by hand-held radio. 


It took 20 minutes for back-` 


up to arrive. 

Officers began a search of 
the area with police dogs and 
found two alligators tied to a 
tree. Both reptiles had been 
shot in the head. Inside tHe 
suspects' vehicle, they found 
alligator blood. 

From other evidence gath- 
ered at the scene, officers iden- 
tified one of the suspects - 
Maximo Marcos of Clewiston. 
Marcos was arrested by sherif- 
fs deputies the next day and 
convicted on May 14 on 


assault, 


"This can be a dangerous job 
to be in," said Bureau Chief 
Paul Hoover, the GFC's chief of 
uniformed patrols, "Our offi- 
cers work in remote areas, 
without readily-available back- 
up and frequently deal with 
people who are armed." 

Since 1946, 12 GFC officers 
have' died in the line of duty; 
five of them from gunshot 
wounds. Six other wildlife offi- 
cers have survived gunshots. 

"And the shootings are 
becoming much more com- 
mon," Hoover said. "Between 
May 1993 and June 1994, sus- 
pects opened fire on wildlife 
officers in four encounters. In 
two cases the officers did not 
shoot back because of others in 
the line of fire or because the 
suspect immediately dropped 
the weapon. That shows a 
great deal of maturity on the 
part of the officers.” - 

One such case involved four 
Lee County juveniles who fired 
repeatedly at Wildlife Officer 
Keith Pate (the same Keith 
Pate who was assisting Aloise 
at the time of the Hendry 
County shooting) in June 1994. 
Pate and Wildlife Officer Cur- 
tis Brown had found the 
youths night hunting from'a 
vehicle in the Hogan's Island 
area of Collier County and 
attempted to stop them. 

Arrest reports indicate the 
youths shined a spotlight at 
Pate and fired five shots at 
him. The driver also attempted 
to run over Brown. After a two- 
mile chase, the officers arrest- 
ed the juveniles. 

In another case, Wildlife 
Officer Don Pettyjohn escaped 
injury when a suspect fired at 
him Jan. 1, 1995. 

Pettyjohn was assisting U.S. 
Forest Service Officer Jimmy 
Ellis in nabbing two men sus- 
pected of stealing Civil War 
artifacts from the Olustee Bat- 
tlefield and the Osceola 
National Forest. 

When the two lawmen spot- 
ted the two suspects exiting 
the battlefield, they took cover 
beside the tram road and 
yelled, "Police. Stop. Police." 

. An instant later, Pettyjohn 


and Ellis heard the crack of a 
9mm pistol, and dirt peppered 
Pettyjohn's face as the bullet 
plowed up the ground in front 
of him. 

The suspect, Randy Wayne 
Edwards of Clermont, then 
laid down his weapon immedi- 
ately, and he and his accom- 
plice, Donald Melvin Heiden, 
also of Clermont, submitted to 
arrest. 

In a case in which the 
wildlife officer did have to 
shoot, a 40-year-old prison 
escapee died when he attacked é 
the officer with a knife. 

In May 1993, Lt. Powell 
Adams investigated a suspi- 
cious couple he found camped 
in a wooded area near Panama 
City. 

When Adams ran a criminal 
history check on the suspects, 
he learned that one of them,@ 
Lewis Alle Gobel, had fled 
from the state prison at Starke 
a week earlier. At that point, 
Adams notified Gobel that he 
was under arrest. 

"I'm not going back to 
prison!" Goble yelled, and he 
lunged at the officer with a 
knife. 

Adams, unable to sentir 
Gobel to put down the weapon, 
fired several rounds. One shot 
struck Goble in the lower 
abdomen and ended his life. 

Meanwhile, Goble's wife, 
Beverly Ethel Goble, attacked 
the officer with a tree limb but 
was subdued and charged with 
attempted murder. 

"In all four cases, the loss of 
human life could easily have 
been much higher,” Lt. Col. 
Randy Hopkins, assistant 


` director of GFC's law е 


ment division, said. 

"Our officers have been far 
more restrained about return- 
ing fire than any reasonable: 
standard would require of 
them." 

Still, Hopkins said, the dis- 
turbing trend toward more 
numerous incidents of violence 
directed at wildlife officers has 
to change. 

. "If it doesn't, the fature couldg, 
bring unnecessary tragedies,” 
Hopkins said.
